dared and done, what meaſure we were like afterwards to find in caſe 
(ſafficienc proviſion being not madedefore-hand for indempnity in fuch

Now that Vote for fix weeks pay at disbandingy as ircume forth 
ata timae of muck diladvantage in reſpe& of the diſcontents prece- 
ding; lo in the effeR and circumſtances of-ir, It canduced much to 
heigrhen, increaſe and fix the fame ; the ſumine being generally 
leoktupen as very inconliderable, in relation to the great-arreares 
iacarr'd, nat under the new Modsll alone, bur alſo in fermer Ar- 
mies.and ſervices of rhe Parliament. For the Officers ef this Army 
generally,and among the horſc,moſt ofthe Souldiers and very ma- 
ny of the foetare ſuch, as have been engaged for the Parliamenton 
. , where or ocher from the beginning of the.waree, and have their 
arrears incurred under the Medell, ſuperadded rs what arrears all 
formet Araiyes and forces ( where they have ſerved) were in, at 
their ſeverall reducements or digbandings. And that ground which 
moved the Souldiery from affeQion to the cauſe, to be content with 
lefleof arreares upon former reducements in times of neceſlity, viz.

and provoking it to diſtempers by their violent wayes, rather then - 
; craps of Ireland ſhould be ſupplied, or the quiet of this King- 
me aſlred in any other way,wherein'this Army might paſſe with- 


_ guta diſhonour, ? 
Laſtly, 
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the high indignities, the manifold reproaches and calumnics of all 
ſores moſt nnworthily caſt upen the Army, in falſe reports raiſed, and 
induſtriouſly divulged in Sermons, in printed bookes, (licenſed and 
paſting without check to bee publiſhed through the world) and 
in petitions accepted, ( moſt of them) with thanks. And here we - 
cannot bur take notice of the ingratitades 8& unworthy reguitals ap- 
pearing eſpecially from a great party in that City(whoſe Trade-firtce 
| this Army began toopen it) hath been advantaged above a million 
thereby ; ard yer-they have got onely long with-held their contri- 
butions appoynted/by the Parliament for this Army, (which hath 
.occaſioned a great part af its arreares : ) but havein all other wayes - 
indecd contributed their endevours, to have it paid with-diſhonour, 
and unworthily turn'd off. And though ail reproches and indignicies 
have been born by the Army with patience and abſolute filence hi- 
thexco, (not to be exampled, we thinkyin other armies; yet it cannot 
but-trouble men, when they have tollowed the work of the kingdom 
with diligence and faithtulneſlc; and have (at leaſt)endevoured to do 
the whole Kingdom good,and to doe no man any wrong or damage 
where ere they have come(that the Being of an Army could 2voyd;) 
they ſhould yet by ſpite and falſhood ( cven from that party that 
.reaps-the advantange ot all 'what they have done ) bee rendred the 
ſcoxne and hate of men, while (to avoyd the Kingdomes difquiet) 
they have been ſilent in their owne behalfe. 

We have thus (we hope)diſcharged our duty in a faithfull & dear 
account of the generall diſcontents (not to trouble you with the no- 
merous partieularities) rhat we find in the Army, together with the 
grounds, occafions,and growth of them, and of our own proceedi 
in relation to them, we hope the full difcovery of the bottome, if 
the ſoare may give the leaft advantage to the cure : towards which, 
if we may offer any thing as we have done for the other : we*hum- 
bly conceive that nothing can ſo fully reach , and farely remove the 
groundof thoſe diſcentents, and prevent all further inconveniencies

indeed contributed their endevours, to have it paid with diſhonour; 
adunworthily curn'd off, And though all reproches and indignities 
have been born by the Army with patience and abſolute ſilence hi- 
thtrto, (not to be exampled,we thinkin other armies; yet it cannot 
bat trouble men, when they have'tollowed the work of the kingdom 


 withdiligence and faithfulnefle; and have (at leaſt)endevoured to do 


the whole Kingdom good,and to doe no man any wrong or damage 
where ere they have come(that the'Being otan Army could zvoydJ} 
they ſhould yer by: ſpite and falſhood ( even from that party that 
reps the advantange of all what they have done ) bee readred.the 
(come and hate of men, while (to avoyd: the :Kingdomes difquiet) 
they have been ſilent in their owne behalfe. 
We have thus (we hope) diicharged our duty in a faithfull'& clear 
xcount of the generall diſcontents (not to trouble you with the nu- 
merous particularities) that we find in the Army, togetter with the 
grounds, occaſions,and growth of them, and of our own proceedings 
latelatiog co them, we hope the full difcovery of the borrome, if 
iefeare may give the leaft advantage to the cure : rowards which, 
it we muy offer any thing as we have done for the other : we -hum- 
bly conceive tharnothing can fo fully reach , and ſarely remove the 
fend of thoſe:diſtentents, and prevent all further inconveniercies 
lereupon, as theſe things following.
